For  the  first  time  on  television  a  Eugene  O’Neill  play  is 
to  be  given  a  90-minute  production.  "Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  will

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 

Robert  William  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  its  chief  executive  officer,  brings  to  his 
position  a  solid  groundwork  of  experience  in  all  major  phases  of  the 
business. 

He  joined  NBC  January  1,  1948,  as  an  account  executive  in 
the  Sales  Department  and  moved  up  through  the  various  divisions  of  the 
Company,  contributing  to  both  the  programming  and  business  activities. 

He  was  elected  a  Vice  President  of  NBC  in  June,  1951; 
Executive  Vice  President  on  December  4,  1953;  President  on  December  7, 
1955>  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  chief  executive  officer  on 
July  11,  1958. 

Under  his  leadership  as  President,  all  divisions  of  NBC 
made  many  significant  advances.  The  NBC  Television  Network,  by  re¬ 
programming  almost  60  per  cent  of  its  schedule,  brought  about  the 
greatest  audience  shift  in  television  history  to  capture  the  No.  1 
position  in  competitive  audience  areas  in  the  Spring  of  1958.  The 
NBC  Radio  Network  was  completely  revitalized  with  new  programming  and 
sales  patterns,  including  hourly  news  broadcasts,  to  regain  commercial 
leadership  in  the  business.

established;  an  International  Division  was  created  to  extend  NBC 
services  abroad;  programming  of  TV  Specials,  first  launched  by  NBC, 
was  further  expanded,  and  the  NBC  executive  structure  was  streamlined 
and  strengthened  with  youthful  executives  of  tested  experience. 

Soon  after  joining  NBC  in  1948,  Mr.  Sarnoff  was  named 
assistant  to  the  National  Program  Director  of  the  Television  Network 
in  November  of  that  year.  The  next  step  was  his  promotion  to  Tele¬ 
vision  Production  Manager,  followed  by  a  period  as  Television  Program 
Sales  Manager. 

The  need  for  coordinated  management  and  supervision  of 
heavy -budgeted  multiple-sponsored  television  programs  led  to  Mr. 
Sarnoff' s  appointment  as  Director  of  NBC  Unit  Productions  on 
January  22,  1951.  His  responsibility  in  that  position  included  the 
"Colgate  Comedy  Hour,"  "Your  Show  of  Shows,"  "All  Star  Revue"  and  the 
"Kate  Smith  Hour."  Each  of  these  shows  was  a  multi-million  dollar 
business  by  itself,  and  it  was  Mr.  Sarnoff s  responsibility  to  super¬ 
vise  and  coordinate  the  functions  and  services  of  the  several  special 
production  units  involved. 

While  Director  of  Unit  Productions,  Mr.  Sarnoff,  in  addition 
to  supervising  the  "NBC-TV  Opera  Theatre,"  launched  and  carried  to 
completion  the  historical  film  documentary  series,  "Victory  at  Sea, " 

26  half-hour  episodes  portraying  naval  operations  in  World  War  II. 

For  "Victory  at  Sea"  he  received  the  Navy's  Distinguished  Public 
Service  Award  --  the  highest  decoration  the  Navy  can  confer  upon  a 
civilian.  While  in  this  post,  Mr.  Sarnoff  supervised  the  launching  of 
such  programs  as  the  "NBC-TV  Opera  Theatre"  and  "Project  20."

Mr.  Sarnoff  was  elected  a  Vice  President  of  NBC  in  June, 
1951,  and  a  year  later  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  newly  created  NBC 
Film  Division.  Under  his  direction,  the  Film  Division  expanded 
rapidly  to  become  a  leader  in  the  industry,  and  in  March,  1953,  it 
was  established  as  one  of  the  principal  operating  divisions  of  NBC  and 
is  now  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary,  California  National  Productions, 

In  September,  1953,  while  still  head  of  the  Film  Division, 
Mr.  Sarnoff  also  was  appointed  executive  assistant  to  the  Vice  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board.  In  that  capacity  Mr.  Sarnoff  concentrated  his 
activities  on  Television  Network  Programs.  He  was  elected  to  the  NBC 
Board  of  Directors  a  month  later,  and  on  December  4,  1953,  was  named 
Executive  Vice  President.  In  this  capacity,  he  helped  develop  sales 
patterns  for  such  new  concepts  as  the  Specials  on  television  and 
"Monitor,"  NBC's  week-end  radio  service. 

Born  in  New  York  City  on  July  2,  1918,  Mr.  Sarnoff  attended 
private  schools  there  and  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Mass.,  where  he 
was  graduated  in  1935.  He  received  a  B.  A.  degree  in  Government  and 
Philosophy  from  Harvard  University  in  1939,  and  that  Summer  began  his 
career  in  broadcasting,  working  for  the  radio  division  of  the  New  York 
World's  Fair.

In  March,  1942,  he  was  commissioned  as  Ensign 
in  the  Navy,  serving  first  as  a  communications  officer  under  the  Chief 
of  Naval  Operations  and  later,  for  two  years,  under  Admiral  William  F. 
Halsey  in  the  Pacific.

While  in  the  Pacific,  Mr.  Sarnoff  supervised  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  direct  radio  circuits  to  the  United  States  from  Noumea, 
Guadalcanal,  Bougainville  and  other  key  islands  for  use  of  network 
radio  correspondents.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  in  December, 
1944,  to  serve  as  liaison  officer  between  the  Navy  and  the  broadcasting 
networks  inLos  Angeles. 

Late  in  1945,  he  was  separated  from  the  Navy  as  a  Lieutenant 
(USNR)  and  resumed  his  civilian  career  as  assistant  to  Gardner  Cowles 
Jr.,  publisher  of  the  Des  Moines  Register  and  Tribune  and  President  of 
the  Cowles  Broadcasting  Company.  After  a  year  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  he 
returned  to  New  York  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Look  Magazine,  and 
it  was  from  this  post  that  he  moved  to  NBC  in  1948. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  was  the  first  President  of  the  Radio  and  Tele¬ 
vision  Executives  Society,  serving  during  1952-53.  In  1956  he  won 
the  award  for  distinguished  service  to  advertising  presented  by  the 
Advertising  Federation  of  America  for  contributions  as  General  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  AFA's  promotion  of  National  Advertising  Week  in  1956. 

He  is  a  director  of  the  American  Arbitration  Association,  a 
director  of  the  American  Council  to  Improve  Our  Neighborhoods,  a 
director  of  the  Advertising  Council,  a  member  of  the  1957  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Committee  for  Economic  Development,  a  member  of  the 
American  Management  Association,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  School  of  Public  Relations  and  Communications  of  Boston 
University . 

He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Grand  Street  Boys  Association, 
director  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America,  member  of  the 
Newcomen  Society  of  North  America,  a  director  of  the  National  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Society,  and  charter  member  of  Television  Pioneers.

PROGRAM;  TOP  SCIENTISTS  AND  OTHER  AUTHORITIES  WILL 
PARTICIPATE  IN  FULL- HOUR  NBC  NEWS  TELECAST 

"What  has  happened  to  'The  Sense  of  Urgency'  which  was  so 
strong  in  America  after  the  Sputnik  firings?" 

"Why  has  'The  Sense  of  Urgency'  --  which  could  have  been  so 
valuable  in  speeding  our  space  program  --  been  allowed  to  dissipate?" 

NBC  News  will  explore  these  and  many  other  questions  about 
America's  space,  scientific  education  and  research  problems  in  "The 
Sense  of  Urgency"  --  a  special  full-hour  "Outlook"  telecast  featuring 
interviews  with  top  men  in  our  space-age  program  --  Sunday,  Aug,  10 
(NBC-TV  Network,  6:30-7:30  p.m.,  EDT) .  Chet  Huntley  is  editor. 

The  telecast  will  be  divided  into  three  sections  --  What  has 
happened  to  "The  Sense  of  Urgency"  in  (l)  our  space  program,  (2)  our 
scientific  education  program  and  (3)  our  research  program? 

In  the  first  area,  interviews  will  be  held  with: 

Donald  Farrell,  the  airman  who  was  front-page  news  last 
Winter  when  he  successfully  survived  a  week  in  a  space  chamber,  but 
returned  to  New  York  recently  with  no  fanfare; 

George  Sutton,  executive  of  Rocketdyne,  makers  of  rocket 
engines  for  missiles,  who  says  that  America  needs  a  rocket  engine  with 
a  thrust  of  1,500,000  pounds,  that  such  a  rocket  will  now  take  five 
years  to  build,  but  that  it  could  and  should  have  been  built  long  ago.

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Wernher  Von  Braun,  who  could  have  put  a  satellite  in  the  air 
two  years  ago  —  but  was  prohibited  from  doing  so; 

Major  General  John  Medaris,  commander  of  the  Army  Ballistic 
Missile  Agency,  who  will  discuss  how  lack  of  centralized  control  of 
missiles  has  crippled  our  space  program; 

And  Captain  Robert  Truax,  in  charge  of  the  development  of 
space  vehicles  for  the  Defense  Department,  who  says  the  American 
people  would  be  dismayed  if  they  knew  how  little  is  being  done  —  or 
even  planned  --  for  a  national  space  flight  program. 

In  the  second  area,  the  "'Outlook"  interviewers  will  search 
out  what  has  happened  since  President  Eisenhower's  two  speeches  in 
January  urging  a  stepup  in  scientific  education.  Rep.  Carl  Elliott 
(D.-Ala.)  will  point  out  that  of  about  100  educational  bills  in  the 
Congressional  hopper  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  only  two  remain 
under  active  consideration  --  and  one  is  his.  There  was  tremendous 
interest  in  his  bill  during  the  Winter,  Elliott  says,  but  virtually 
no  interest  now.  Dr.  Lee  DuBridge,  president  of  the  California 
Institute  of  Technology,  will  say  we  need  more  scientific  education 
and  facilities,  that  our  present  setup  is  inadequate.  Simon  Ramo, 
head  of  the  firm  that  does  all  the  engineering  for  air  force  missile 
projects,  will  support  him,  saying  he  needs  engineers  but  cannot  get 
them.

In  the  special  afternoon  program,  NBC  News  Correspondents 
Merrill  Mueller,  Frank  McGee,  Wilson  Hall,  Richard  Harkness,  Lee 
Hall,  Martin  Agronsky,  Frank  Bourgholtzer,  Bill  Leeds  and  Leif  Eid 
participated  in  an  in-depth  analysis  of  the  crisis’  impact  throughout 
the  world .

Agronsky,  who  has  been  anchor  man  on  NBC  News’ 
continuing  coverage  of  late-breaking  developments,  discussed  U.S.

TV  CAMERA  IN  NAVY  BALLOON  16  MILES  UP  WILL  "SHOOT"  EARTH’S 
SURFACE  FOR  DIRECT  TELECAST  ON  "TODAY"  SHOW 

NBC -TV  Network's  "Today"  will  mark  a  notable  "first"  on 
Tuesday,  July  22  when  a  television  camera,  mounted  in  a  Navy  balloon 
16  miles  in  the  air,  will  "shoot"  the  earth's  surface  from  the  fringes 
of  inner  space. 

The  unusual  demonstration  will  be  part  of  the  "Today"  tele¬ 
cast  from  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  where  the  early  morning  news  program 
will  originate  Monday  through  Wednesday,  July  21  to  23.  The  ascension 
site  is  Crosby,  Minn.,  and  the  experiment  is  under  direction  of  the 
Office  of  Navy  Research. 

The  balloon  is  on  an  experimental  flight  for  the  U.  S.  Navy. 
It  will  test,  at  80,000  feet,  the  sealed  cabin  system  of  a  gondola 
which  will  be  used  officially  next  November  for  carrying  telescopes  to 
view  the  planet  Mars. 

Within  the  gondola  will  be  two  Navy  balloonists,  Malcolm 
Ross  and  Lee  Lewis,  with  whom  Dave  Garroway,  on  the  ground,  will  be  in 
a  continuous  and  direct  radio  contact  during  the  "Today"  telecast  on 
Tue  sday .

"OUTLOOK'S"  IOOTH  TELECAST  TO  FOCUS  ON  ARKANSAS  PRIMARY 
AND  GOV.  FAUBUS'  FIGHT  FOR  THIRD  TERM 


Orval  Faubus'  battle  for  a  third  term  as  governor  of 
Arkansas  --  and  the  impact  which  his  election  would  have  on  his 
state,  the  South  and  the  future  of  America  --  will  be  covered  in  the 
100th  telecast  of  Chet  Huntley’s  "Outlook"  Sunday,  July  27  (NBC-TV 
Network,  6:30-7  p.m. ,  EDT). 

Faubus,  trying  to  be  the  first  man  to  win  a  third  term 
since  the  turn  of  the  century,  is  opposed  for  renomination  by  Judge 
Lee  Ward  and  meat  packer  Chris  Finkbeiner  in  the  Arkansas  Democratic 
primary  July  29.  As  Arkansas1  self-appointed  symbol  of  resistance  to 
court-ordered  integration,  however,  he  has  chosen  different  battle 
lines  --  Orval  Faubus  on  one  side,  and  Pulitzer  Prize -winning  editor 
of  the  Arkansas  Gazette,  Harry  Ashmore,  and  a  nebulous  group  of 
"outsiders,"  whom  Faubus  accuses  of  interference,  on  the  other.  The 
telecast  includes  an  interview  with  Ashmore.

The  immense  power  which  Paubus  would  have  if  elected  is 
illustrated  by  the  provisions  of  the  Mack-Blackwell  Amendment,  passed 
in  1951.  On  the  theory  that  no  governor  would  be  in  office  more  than 
two  terms,  the  amendment  states  that  the  chief  executive  officer  may 
appoint  no  more  than  one  member  of  the  highway  commission  per  term. 

The  commission  has  five  members,  and,  in  this  time  of  greatly  expanded 
Federal  spending  for  highway  programs,  a  third  Faubus  appointee  would, 
in  effect,  establish  a  political  dynasty  for  him. 

The  election  of  Faubus,  who  has  flatly  said  that  he  will 
not  integrate  Arkansas  schools  against  the  wishes  of  the  people  in 
the  state,  would  have  repercussions  throughout  the  South.  Ward  and 
Finkbeiner,  in  their  integration  statements,  offer  to  operate  within 
the  law.

Chet  Huntley  flies  to  Beirut  tonight  (July  23)  to  prepare 
a  special  "Outlook"  report  on  the  American  GI  in  Lebanon,  tentatively 
scheduled  for  Sunday,  Aug.  3,  as  a  full-hour  telecast  on  the  NBC -TV 
Network  (6: 30-7:30  p.m.,  EDT).  Huntley  leaves  New  York  at  9:30  p.m. 
EDT,  via  KLM  Flight  64-0  and  arrives  in  Beirut  the  morning  of  July  25. 

"With  more  American  troops  than  Lebanese  troops  in  Lebanon," 
Huntley  says,  "there  are  some  10,000  homes  in  the  United  States 
wondering  about  their  sons.  In  the  midst  of  a  sophisticated  city, 
where  life  for  the  Beirut  citizens  is  going  on  about  as  usual, 

American  GIs  are  living  in  foxholes  and  eating  C  rations. 


"This  is  going  to  be  their  story,"  Huntley  emphasizes. 


The  coverage  of  the  crisis  by  the  press,  radio  and  tele 


vision,  he  feels,  has -not  delved  extensively  into  the  story  of 
American  Marines  in  "strange  surroundings  in  a  strange  country,  who 
are  supposed  to  be  --  many  experts  tell  us  --  obsolete." 

In  Beirut,  Huntley  will  work  closely  with  NBC  News'  team  of 
cameramen  and  correspondents,  particularly  cameraman  Henry  Toluzzi 
and  newsman  John  Chancellor.

"How  does  Jack  Paar  get  away  with  it?"  asks  author  John  Reddy 
in  a  humorous  article  in  the  August  issue  of  McCall's  magazine.

TELEVIEWERS  WILL  "MEET  MR,  LINCOLN"  AS  CONTEMPORARIES  SAW  HIM 
IN  NBC  SPECIAL  PROJECTS  PROGRAM  ON  LINCOLN'S  SESQUI CENTENNIAL 

A  wealth  of  authentic  Americana  never  before  tapped  for 
television  will  emerge  in  a  novel  NBC  Special  Project  program  por¬ 
traying  Abraham  Lincoln  as  his  contemporaries  saw  him. 

The  program,  designed  to  coincide  with  the  nationwide 
celebration  of  Lincoln's  150th  birthday  anniversary  next  year,  is 
now  in  the  making  under  direction  of  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  head  of 
Special  Projects. 

Utilizing  a  technique  new  to  TV,  the  program  will  bring 
Lincoln  and  his  era  to  life  from  period  photographs,  prints,  woodcuts, 
lithographs,  posters,  engravings,  drawings  and  sketches.  The  script, 
by  Richard  Hanser,  will  be  almost  wholly  in  Lincoln's  own  words. 

Music  of  the  time  will  be  heard  in  orchestral  and  vocal  arrangements 
by  Robert  Russell  Bennett. 

The  program,  titled  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln, "  will  be  a  half-hour 
black-and-white  film.  Date  of  telecast  will  be  announced  later. 

As  outlined  by  Hyatt,  the  Special  Projects  treatment  of  the 
Lincoln  story  will  be  in  many  ways  similar  to  that  used  for  its 
earlier  "Project  20"  productions,  all  of  which  have  been  devoted  to 
reconstructions  of  20th  century  history.

"The  chief  innovation, "  Hyatt  said,  "will  be  our  use  of 
historic  stills  rather  than  news  film  footage.  Though  each  individual 
picture  will  remain  motionless,  the  effect  we  will  achieve  is  one  of 
momentum  from  one  visual  image  to  the  next,  with  a  cumulative  sense 
of  action  and  progression  infused  into  each  sequence.  Using  this 
technique,  which  we  intend  to  improve  and  perfect  by  methods  of  our 
own,  we  can  bring  to  TV  great  blocks  of  the  distant  past." 

Copious  pictorial  material  on  Lincoln  as  his  contemporaries 
knew  him  is  available  on  every  aspect  of  his  life,  from  the  log-cabin 
birth  to  the  assassination  in  Ford's  Theatre.  Hundreds  of  pictures 
exist  on  every  phase  of  the  Civil  War,  conveying  graphically  all  its 
highlights  and  sidelights  from  Fort  Sumter  to  Appomatox. 

"We  plan  to  do  a  rousing  and  compelling  sequence  on  the 
Civil  War  itself,  supplementing  actual  photographs  with  on-the-spot 
drawings  and  paintings,"  Hyatt  said.  "The  life  of  the  times,  from 
the  New  York  draft  riots  to  P.  T.  Barnum  and  Tom  Thumb,  from  a  White 
House  ball  to  the  workaday  worlds  of  the  Confederacy,  will  become  an 
integral  part  of  our  story.  We  hope  to  set  the  man  against  the  back¬ 
ground  of  the  world  he  lived  in." 

Richard  Hanser,  who  will  write  the  script,  is  a  long-time 
student  of  Lincoln  and  the  Civil  War.  His  articles  on  Lincoln  have 
appeared  in  The  Reader's  Digest,  Saturday  Review,  and  other  magazines 
and  have  been  translated  into  many  languages.  He  was  co-author  with 
the  late  Henry  Salomon  of  NBC’s  "Project  20"  programs  ("The  Innocent 
Years,"  "The  Great  War,"  "The  Jazz  Age,"  "Nightmare  in  Red,"  "The 
Twisted  Cross,"  "Call  to  Freedom,"  and  "Three,  Two,  One  --  Zero.’")  and 

the  earlier  "Victory  at  Sea"  series.

An  analysis  of  the  vast  untapped  forces  of  the  weather.  Experts  will 
examine  world-wide  pioneering  efforts  to  control  the  weather  and  will 
discuss  the  almost  unlimited  potential  of  weather  control  --  that 
enormous  force  which  one  participating  scientist  calls  "a  greater 
weapon  than  a  thermo-nuclear  bomb." 

Sunday,  Aug.  10  --  (NBC-TV  Network,  6: 30-7:30  p.m.,  EDT)  -- 
A  full-hour  report  by  Chet  Huntley  on  the  American  GI  in  Lebanon. 
Huntley  spent  a  week  on-the-scene  preparing  the  story  of  the  thousands 
of  American  boys  living  in  foxholes  and  eating  C  rations  in  the  midst 
of  a  sophisticated,  business-as -usual  city.  This  will  be,  says 
Huntley,  the  first  extensive  coverage  of  the  American  Marines  "in 
strange  surroundings  in  a  strange  country,  who  are  supposed  to  be  -- 
many  experts  tell  us  —  obsolete." 

Friday,  Aug.  29  —  (NBC-TV  Network,  8:30-9  p.m.,  EDT)  --  A 
report  seeking  the  answer  to  the  question,  "is  There  a  Mafia?"  The 
telecast,  with  NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee  as  narrator-newsman, 
will  delve  into  the  facts  and  legends  behind  what  some  observers  call 
the  background  of  all  organized  crime  in  the  United  States,  and  others 
term  merely  a  large  Sicilian  family  affair  (which  just  happens  to 
engage  in  law-breaking  activities). 

During  the  heat  of  the  first  days  of  the  Middle  East  crisis, 
NBC  News  shifted  its  world-wide  staff  of  newsmen  to  provide  saturation 
coverage  of  up-to-the  minute  developments.  Correspondents  and  camera¬ 
men  were  flown  into  the  crisis  area  from  New  York,  Washington,  and 
many  foreign  capitals  --  with  perhaps  the  most  heroic  feat  being  Tom 
Streithorst ’ s  620-mile  taxi  trip  through  the  desert  from  Beirut  to 
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3  -  NBC  News 


Baghdad,  to  become  the  first  TV  and  radio  newsman  to  reach  the  Iraq 
capital  after  the  recent  coup. 

To  bring  television  audiences  the  complete  story  of  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  Middle  East,  some  30  regularly-scheduled  network  tele¬ 
casts  were  pre-empted  from  July  15  to  18  for  news  specials. 

Looking  back  through  the  past  12  months,  Chet  Huntley's 
hour-long  interview  with  Tunisian  President  Habib  Bourguiba  on 
Aug.  18,  1957  set  a  high  standard  for  the  coming  year,  winning  an 
Overseas  Press  Club  award  for  "best  radio  or  TV  interpretation  of 
foreign  affairs." 

During  October,  1957 ,  and  the  following  months  when 
America's  interest  turned  skyward  to  the  orbiting  Russian  sputniks 
and  U.  S,  satellites,  NBC  News  presented  a  series  of  half-hour  TV 
"sputnik  specials." 

The  year-end  telecast,  "Projection  '58/'  presented  Dec.  29, 
featured  analyses  from  NBC  News'  foreign  correspondents  brought  to 
New  York  for  a  penetrating  look  at  the  year  ahead. 

On  Jan.  5,  a  TV  news  special  was  devoted  to  the  first 
Rockefeller  Brothers  Fund  Report.  The  telecast  was  made  just  one -half 
hour  after  the  report  was  released. 

Vice  President  Nixon's  return  from  his  South  American  trip 
and  his  subsequent  speech  at  the  Washington  Press  Club  were  covered 
by  NBC  News,  on  May  15  and  May  21,  respectively. 

Perhaps  the  most  widely  praised  enterprise  of  the  year  was 
Chet  Huntley's  first-hand  report  May  18  on  "Israel:  The  Next  Ten 
Years,"  a  90-minute  study  of  that  country's  future,  culled  from  over 
40,000  feet  of  film  shot  during  Huntley's  trip  there.

This  major  production  was  followed  a  week  later  by  a  one- 
hour  telecast  on  New  York's  "600  Schools/1  special  institutions 
combatting  the  city' s  juvenile  delinquency  problem. 

Recently,  "Outlook/1  NBC  News*  Sunday  feature,  has  presented 
a  report  on  the  Arkansas  primary,  another  interview  with  President 
Bourguiba  and  one  with  Gaullist  deputy  Jacques  Soustelle  (during  the 
French  crisis),  a  discussion  of  the  Italian  postwar  industrial 
renascence,  and  interviews  with  two  noted  educators  --  Dr.  Robert  M. 
Hutchins  and  Dr.  William  G.  Carr  —  on  "The  Purpose  of  American  Educa¬ 
tion." 

In  the  latter  field,  NBC  News  also  presented  a  special  tele¬ 
cast  July  18,  titled  "How  Good  Are  Soviet  Colleges?"  Three  of  the 
eight  distinguished  educators  who  were  the  first  official  observers 
permitted  inside  Russian  institutions  of  higher  learning  were  inter¬ 
viewed  by  Chet  Huntley  in  Paris. 

"Comment,"  the  half-hour  Sunday  series  (NBC-TV  Network, 
5:30-6  p.m.,  EDT)  tied  in  closely  to  the  major  stories  of  the  week, 
has  continuously  presented  high-level  analysis  of  late-breaking  news. 
Last  week,  filmed  interviews  were  presented  with  Lebanese  rebel 
leaders,  Lebanese  president  Camille  Chamoun,  Admiral  James  Holloway 
and  Ambassador  Robert  Mills  McCormick  --  all  key  figures  in  the  Middle 
East  situation.  The  July  13  "Comment"  show  was  shot  in  Alaska  and 
titled  "The  Meaning  of  Statehood/' 

The  NBC-TV  Network's  "Today"  show,  since  NBC  News  took  over 
production  of  its  news  segments  in  February,  delivers  more  news  than 
any  other  program  on  television  --  a  minimum  of  30  minutes  daily.
